This statement 
set out to remind the Allies that 
something more than assurances 
were needed for getting reinforce- 
ments in men and munitions to the 
threatened Italian lines, and pur- 
ported to reflect the feeling of the 
Italians, who were represented as 
distrusting the allied efforts to help 
them. It also was stated that the 
enemy masses were so overwhelm- 
ing that nothing but effective rein- 
forcements will turn the tide. 

“This alarmist statement ts ab- 
solutely uncalled for and is caicu- 
lated to do grave harm by suggest- 
ing that the seriousness of the mill- 
tary situation in Italy is not appre- 
ciated dy her allies and that the lat- 
ter are not giving her the support 
she requires. re is no truth 
whatever in these assertions. The 
statement that the enemy masses 
are overwhelming is an absurb ex- 
aggeration.”

Ford will bullid no more 

pleasure automobiles until after the 
war is over. He will devote his en- 
tire plant to the production of war 
necessities, such as tractors, ambu- 
lances, aircraft engines and hein 
Through hia personal representative, 
C. H. Wille, he recently offered to 
discontinue absolutely the produc- 
tion of pleasure cars, and under the 
head of “pleasure cars” fall all the 
ordinary runabowuts, touring cars and 
small commercial trucks which his 
plant has turned out by the thou- 
sands. Mr. Ford’s patriotic offer 
was accepted by the government 
with the greatest gratitude. The 
shortage of chrome vanadium steel, 
which is needed vitally for shells and 
airplane engines. hes caused the 
greatest uneasiness among the men 
responsible for putting through on 
time our programme of industrial 
war preparations, 

Mr. Fords plant uses in peace 
times approximately 200,000 tons of 
a year. All 
this steel will now go tnto war work. 
The chrome shortage, which men- 
aces our war programme, is due in 
part to the Increased demand for 
chrome for war work, but more ¢s- 
pecially to the shipping shortage, 
which makes tt Impossible to get 
enough ships te bring an adequate 
supply of chrome from Rhodes and 
New Caledonia, where it Is pro- 


GOVERNMENT'S SIDE. 
Government officials declare that 
tt utterly impossible to allow 
automobile manufacturers to con- 
sume the same amount of chrome as 
in time of peace and at the same 
time te have enough to fll our war 
demands. This chrome shortage 
the primary cause of the recent de- 
cision of the Industries Board to 
cut down the production of pleasure 
automobiles in the United States by 
40 per cent., but for many reasons 
as well, it isp desired to turn the 
automobile factories to war work. 
There te such a shortage of coal 
throughout the nation’ that many 
steel mills engaged in war work have 
head to shut down portions of their 
plants.

In the stock of liquors seized 
the government at 
Czelasskiewics, for the nonpayme 
of the additional tax levied by 
* war measure that be- 
came effective October 3, last, was 


Which no tax at all had been paid, 
it is claimed. The balance of the 
stock had paid the tax levied under 
the original law. 

Tt t# claimed by the government 
that the brandy that hed so in- 
ternal revenue stampe came from 
the Goldfarb establishment, and his 
arrest followed. The amount due 
the government on 300 gallons, un- 
der the original law, $330. or at 
the rate of $1.10 4 gallon tax, and 
it is on this charge that Goldfarb & 
being held. Goldfarb denies the 
charge. But Sherman Jones, chief 
deputy in the office of Collector , 
Carter, says that the evidence against 
Goldfarb is ample. 

The penalty under the law is the 
confiscation of the liquor, and a fine 
of not less than $500 or more than 
$5000. or imprisonment for six 
months to three years, or both, in 
the discretion of the court. 

Tt is stated at the Office of Col- 
lector Carter that Goldfarb has 
never been in trouble with the gov- 
ernment before, and that his deal- 
ings have always been open and 
above board. It is the fret arrest in 
years of alleged offenders who have 
failed to pay any government liquor 
tax. 


The Goldfarb incident ts an iso- 


lated case, and it is alleged that 50 
far as known there have been no 
similar violations of law Within the 
local internal revenue district.
